Police Arrest Two Suspects 
For Questioning in Kidnaping; 
Parents Await Another Call 


WESTBURY, N. Y. OP - Two 
men were held in police custody 
today as detectives pushed their 
search tor 5-week-old Peter Wein­ 
berger who was kidnaped from 
his carriage on the Fourth of July 
Police were closed-mouthed a- 
bout the two men except to ad­ 
mit two were picked up last night, 
questioned during the night and 
were kept in custody. 
A police department spokesman 
quoted Detective Chief Stuvvesant 
Pinnell as saying the two “had no 
direct connection with the kidnap­ 
ing.” 
It was reported, however, that 
one of the men telephoned the par­ 
ents of the missing child 
and 
presumably the call was traced. 
The second man was reported to 
have been loitering near the Wein­ 
berger home. 
As the search for the child went 
into its third day, police said def­ 
initely no ransom money had ex­ 
changed hands. P eter’s distraught 
parents awaited another call from 
their baby's kidnaper. 


A man phoned yesterday from 
a New York City pay station to 
assure the father, wholesale drug 
salesman Morris Weinberger, that 
the baby was alive and W'ell and 
to up the ransom price from $2,IKK) 
to 55,900. 
Weinberger said he was 
con­ 
vinced that the anonymous caller 
was the kidnaper who snatched 
the boy from his carriage on the 
patio of his home in this fashion­ 
able suburb July 4. 
But police cautioned against over 
optimism and said It was “ prob­ 
lematical’’ that the baby was still 
alive. 
Detective chief Stuyvesant Pin­ 
nell said police are doing very- 
thing to cooperate with the family’s 
efforts to recover the child. But he 
denied that police were getting out 
of the case so the parents could 
deal privately with the kidnaper. 
“ ‘When a felony is brought to 
our attention,” he said, “ we have 
no alternative. We must pursue 
the case with all the vigor and 
all the facilities at our command

Anytime you feel a riot coming 
on, I have for you a weapon guar­ 
anteed to crack a skull more ef­ 
fectively than a sawed • off cue- 
stick, a baseball bat or a tightly 
rolled up newspaper. The weapon 
was tried and tested by a raiding 
party of over 200 men some weeks 
ago - when they used it on the 
heads, bodies, arms and legs of 
scores of brother unionists. It's 
called a rigger's tool. 
This is a combination wrench, 
crow - bar and chisel. It’s 15 to 
18 inches long and some three 
inches thick. With this in one hand 
and a short chain in the other you 
can, by comparison, make a long­ 
sh orem an’s hook have the impact 
of leaves of grass. 
The riggers’ tool, and the chains, 
were usel by the raiding squad on 
May 25 when it sped up to the 
General Motors plant in Grand 


Blanc, Mich., five mites south of of differences between two unions? 
Flint. 
The autos screeched to a stop. 
The raiders • members of the 
AFL Riggers Union • raced out 
with military precision. They in­ 
vaded the GM Fisher Body plant. 
They swung their tools and chains, 
and quickly turned May into may­ 
hem. 
The raiders swarmed over other 
AFL men • members of another 
union, the Millwrights • and hit 
hard. They broke arms, tegs and 
heads. Reports, which have been 
authenticated by police, and of­ 
ficials ot other unions, reveal that 
whan the victims tried to flee the 
chains, they were intercepted. They 
were bloodied and crushed into 
the 
ground. 
Their 
autos 
were 
smashed with chains and lead 
pipes. 
Part of the miracle of Grand 
Blanc is diet only 10 workers 
wound up’in hospital wards - two 
critically injured. Another part of 
the miracle is that the rest of the 
U.S. heard little of the raid, and 
those that did, paid it no attention. 
Yet it took five carloads of special 
police armed with riot guns to 
keep the peace after that. The 
gendarmerie was stationed outside 
GM’s factory. 
The raiders flooded into the GM 
plant because they objected to the 
members of the Millwritht's Union 
installing some machinery which 
the riggers believed should be put 
up by riggers. 
I’ve waited about a month be­ 
fore spreading these details around 
the countryside in the hope that I 
could find a happy ending to the 
story, -lavbe somebody would be 
indignant at the settling of dis­ 
putes with riggers' tools and chains. 
But it all has been accepted with 
a yawn. The Big Yawn. 
The point here is not who is 
right or wrong in the dispute, out 
how can this nation tolaratc solo 
tion by siuggings of the problem 


Pardon my being trite, but what 
happens to law and order? 
It should be known that there 
also are some 18 bitter, explosive 
but yet unbloddy jurisdictional dis­ 
putes now between former A F L 
and CIO unions. The disagree­ 
ments are over thousands of jobs 
involved mostly in the extension 
and revamping of auto and steel 
plants. The old CIO unions say 
their men should do the wcrk and 
the old AFL construction unions 
say their own people are entitled 
to the jobs. 
Recently Steel Union chief, Dave 
McDonald, and Carpenters Union 
leader, 
Maurice Hutcheson, 
sat 
down to dinner in Fritzl’s in Chi­ 
cago. In a few hours they worked 
out their differences and set up 
what McDonald told me was an 
“entente cordiale.” So there won t 
be any chain swinging and skull 
•crushing when their two unions 
differ. 
These two men proved that you 
need no riggers’ tools to settle an 
argument. 
On Wednesday, July 10, a com­ 
mittee will meet in the new AFL- 
CIO headquarters in Washington 
to work out a formula to avoid 
showdown battles between any un­ 
ions. This committee is made up 
of McDonald, Hutcheson, Walter 
Reuther, Harry Bates of the Brick­ 
layers, Joe Keenan of the Elec­ 
trical Workers, and Leland Stan­ 
ford Buckmaster of the Rubber 
Workers. Geoerg Meany will ba 
ex-officio chairman. 
Their problem is not only to halt 
civil war between unions out of tha 
old AFL and CIO, but bloody war, 
a la Grand Blanc, between former 
AFL unions. 
The workers in America long 
ago lost their proverbial “chains.” 
It’s about time they stopped using 
real ones on each other's skulls.

Local farm ers wanting to know 
more about the commercial pro­ 
duction and marketing 
of vege­ 
tables are offered a splendid op­ 
portunity to get such information 
on a tour on July 111 and 13. This 
trip will include visits to large 
vegetable produetion farms near 
St. Louis as well as an in-lhe-city 
look in the markets and how they 
operate. 
The tour has been planned by 
the marketing division of the Mis­ 
souri Department of Agriculture 
and 
the 
Agriculture 
E.xtension 
Service for the benefit of the far- 
me’’s of the cotton counties of S. 
E. Missouri who are aware of 'he 
possibilities of vegetable produc­ 
tion on a large scale in this area. 
Mississippi 
County 
folks 
who 
make the trip will assemble at the 
court house at 6:30 on the morning 
of the 12th. Visitors wilt assemble 
at Kroger’s Westward Store about 
luncheon time where they will be 
served lunch. 
At 2;00 p.m. they 
are to arrive at Helwig Brothers 
in St. Louis County where they 
will see growing, harvesting, grad 
ing and packing the vegetables on 
a farm with 1500 acres of such 
crops. Later they will visit a Kro­ 
ger warehouse in St. Louis to see 
the preparation of vegetables for 
retail display. 
On Friday 
mor­ 
ning. the 13. they will leave the 
Roosevelt Hotel at .3:00 a.m. to in­ 
spect early morning m arket ope­ 
rations. 
After visits to a number 
of brokers and receivers establish 
ments. they will visit another large 
vegetable production farm nor'h 
of St. Louis and later visit a can­ 
ning plant. At noon on this second 
day they will 
visit 
Bittcndorl’s 
large super market as the last 
stop before returning home.

Wheat Not So Good Elsewhere 
News reports continue to 
indi­ 
cate that the wheat crop in the 
country as a whole will be less 
than last year. 
Thic reduction 
seems to come about largely by 
lower yields in the large produc­ 
ing areas. 
Without question the per acre 
yield in this county has broken all 
previous records. 
For this a fav­ 
orable season is to be given much 
credit. 
Probably as much or ev-

en more credit can be given to 
superior varieties over those gro­ 
wn a few years ago and the bet 
ter use of commercial fertilizer, 
particularly nitrogen. 
In fact the 
use of fertilizer and the improve'- 
ment of varieties in the past 10 
years has probably aided 
more 
bushels to the yield than total 5 
year average .yield amounted to 
in the period of the 40’s. 
D. L. Pruitt tells me that a yield 
of 37 bushels of Knox wheat per 
acre on 14.3 acres made more net 
profit than any crop he ever grew. 
He says that the wheat followed 
corn with two di.skings 
serving 
for the seed bed preparation. 
He j 
says he applied 90 pounds of amon j 
ium nitrate this spring and used i 
only 21-2 man days of labor in gro 
ing the crop and additional ex­ 
pense of 25 cents per bushel was 
paid for combining and hauling 
the crop to market. 
While the total fertilizer bill was 
S40.00. or approximately S2.80 per 
acre, if the nitrogen increased the 
yield as much as the average in 


i the county he got 10 bushels more 
wheat per acre for this expendi­ 
ture. 
Mr. Pruitt expects to gel furth 
cr returns from the same land 
this year since he finished plant­ 
ing it to corn last Saturday. 
Local Insect Problems 
I know of no serious damage be­ 
ing done by insects to general, 
farm crops at this time. 
Howev­ 
er, there is a few minor trouble 
spots. 
A few fields of corn ha>/e 
been effected by corn borers. How 
ever, those that Dunn and I have 
examined in the last few days are 
past the stages where 
spraying 
would do any good. 
A few cases arc also reported 
where blister beetles are dama,g- 
ing such crops as soybeans. 
The 
insects go in droves and work in 
spots. 
Sometimes the easiest and 
most practical method of control 
is to merely drive them out of the 
crops into fence rows.. 
It's sur­ 
prising how easy two or three men 
can do this with a green bush in 
each hand to beat the foliage and 
shoo the bugs out. 
When it is desired to spray, tiicl 
drin at the rate of 8 ounces (jer 
acre is suggested, i ’or spot spi ay 
ing use 6 tablespoons of 25 pm- 
cent dieldrin per gallon of water. 
Many mimosa trees of this coun 
ty are being attacked by small 


Wires often “go" underground 
when new farm houses are built, such 
as the one shown above in the corn 
belt area of Illinois. The question 
of which is best, overhead or un­ 
derground, is something that only 
a farmer and his contractor can 
answer. 
Recently, a new type of plastic 
cable, designated as Type UF, was 
approved for direct burial. However, 
it may be used only on the load side 
of the meter, and not as a service. 
Figured on the basis of trenching 
costs at about 25 cents a foot for 
burial of the cable, and eliminating 
service head, fittings, brackets and 
other equipment needed for over­ 
head systems, underground wiring 
may be less expensive than an over­ 
head system. This follows even 
though cable required for under­ 
ground use may be somewhat high­ 
er in price than overhead conduc­ 
tor. 
The construction of a new house, 
however, may lead to other things 
besides a discussion of wiring—« 
new refrigerator in an efficiently 
planned kitchen, for example. The 
refrigerator, shown at the right, has 
an across-the-top frozen food com­ 
partment, Refrigerators also come 
with such compartments across the 
bottom, with doors that swing open 
or down, as desired.

door. upright refrigerator-freezeri 
have been available for a couple of 
years and are in use in many hornet. 
Some refrigeratora feature ice wa­ 
ter and cold drink iounUina; tape 
for filling ice cube trays without 
removing them; double depth trayi 
for frozen desserts; roll out trays 
that double as serving trays; swing 
out crispers and doors that provide 
a “pantry" of special compartments 
for such things as bacon, butter, 
cheese and eggs. And, they come in 
practically every pastel shade that 
a home decorator may want.

This is the an­ 
nual phase of the Soil Bank Pro­ 
gram and does not refer to the 
long-term soil conservation 
part 
of the law. In order to participate, 
agreements must be signed with 
the Township Committeeman be­ 
fore the above date in order to 
qualify for participation. 
Meetings were held at New Mad 
rid, Portageville, Matthews, Ris- 
co, and Gideon during the past 10 
days to explain the provisions of 
the law and how farm ers might 
quaUfy.

,ns determining when 
‘•normal'’ yields and when “ap­ 
praised” yields will be used as 
the oasis for payments under the 
1958 Soil Bank Acreage Reserve 
Program were clarified by Ha­ 
rold Uthoff, 
Chairman of the 
Scott County ASC Committee. 
“The simple way to remember 
this is to associate normal yields 
with underpainting,” the chair­ 
man said. “The regulations re­ 
quire the County Committee to 
base payments on normal yields 
for acreage placed under the Ac­ 
reage Reserve by underplanting 
this year. This means that far­ 
mers who participate in the pro 
gram by underplanting are as­ 
sured of payments based on nor 
mal crop yields.” 
In cases where land qualifies 
for the Acreage Reserve through 
crop destruction due to natural 
causes such as flood or drought, 
or where it is plowed or other­ 
wise physicaHv incorporated into 
the soil, or where it is clipped, 
mowed, or cut before harvest, the 
regulations require the 
county 
committee to appraise the yield 
that would have resulted had the 
land remained in production un­ 
der normal yield for the farm. 
The regulations require that the 
SMALLER of the two—appraised 
yield or normal yield—be used as 
the basis for Soil Bank acreage 
reserve payments on the land. 
Both normal 
vields and 
ap­ 
praised yields will be determined 
by th* County Committee, Chair* 
man Uthoff explained. 


Compliance with all 
acreage 
allotments and the corn base ac­ 
reage is a basic requirement for 
eligibility for payments under the 
195r Soil Bank Acreage Reserve 
Pi-ogram. Harold Uthoff, Chair­ 
man of the Scott County A S C 
Committee stressed. 
“This means that a farm er who 
places land for a particular crop 
in the Acreage Reserve not only 
has to meet the program require 
ments for those acres, but also 
must stay within his farm ’s al­ 
lotments for n'l other crops cov­ 
ered bv the program,” the chair­ 
man explained. 
Under the 1956 
Acreage 
Re­ 
serve program, to qualify for Soil 
Bank payments, 
farmers 
must 
comply with the acreage allot 
ments for wheat, cotton, rice and 
peanuts, and the soil bank corn 
base acreage assigned to 
their 
farms. 
Farmers placing land for any 
of these crops except wheat un 
der the Acreage Reserve can pro­ 
duce up to 15 acres of wheat, 
even though their wheat acreage 
allotment is less than 15 acres, 
and still be eligible for Soil Bank 
acreage Reserve payments. 
This qualification 
for 
wheat 
would be o* no interest to farm­ 
ers placing land for that crop in 
the Acreage Reserve, 
Chairman 
Uthoff pointed put. Such a farm­ 
er, of course, would have to a- 
bide by any agreement he might 
make as to the wheat acreage to 
be placed in the reserve 
pro­ 
gram. 
Deadline for applying for an 
Acreage Reserve agreement 
for 
all crops thte year is July 20, the 
chairman warned.

The next step is to multiply the 
rate per bushel times 
a

figure. If you underplanted your 
corn base in anticipation of the

Corn Acreage Reserve 
Payments Explained 
How much can you earn by 
placing a portion of your corn 
loan in the acreage reserve of 
the national Soil Bank? Accord­ 
ing to Scott County ASC Chair­ 
man Harold Uthoff, that depends 
on several factors, chiefly how 
much land you place in reserve, 
what method you use for reserv­ 
ing it, and the corn yield deter­ 
mined for your farm by the coun­ 
ty committee. 
The starting point, Mr. Uthoff 
says, is 94c per bushel. That’s the 
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Slens of Nutrient Deficiencies 
Plant growth during the grow­ 
ing season often reveals defi­ 
ciencies of one or more essential 
nutrients or other unusual symp­ 
toms. Too quick an evaluation of 
the difficulty when plants do not 
appear normal can lay the blame 
on the wrong thing. 
It’s important to consider all 
known factors affecting growth. 
An adequate and balanced supply 
of essential plant nutrients 
to 
function properly. Soil moisture 
must be adequate for plants to 
utilize the nutrients. 
Drainage 
and aeration of the soil must be 
considered. Insects, diseases, thick 
ness of stand, and cultural prac­ 
tices play an important part in 
the growth of plants. 
Tissue tests are helpful in diag 
nosing abnormal plant 
growth 
Tissue testing is a tool that *can 
be used through the growing sea 
son as a supplement to regular 
soil tests. Testing the plant sap 
for nitrates, phosphorus, and po 
tassium often confirms the visible 
deficiency symptoms. This test 
ing method helps to pin 
point 
deficiencies. 
Nitrogen starved plants usual­ 
ly are small stemmed or 
have 
smaller than normal stalks. The 
leaves and stalks in serious nitro­ 
gen deficiency cases have a dis­ 
tinct yellowish green color. Low­ 
er leaves of 
nitrogen 
deficient 
corn begin to yellow at the tip 
and this allow ing progresses a- 
long the ^ |d rib . Such a condi 
tion in corn is often called “fir­ 
ing.” 
Potassium deficiency of 
corn 
may show itself in weak stalks 
The leaf tips and leaf margins fre 
quently show cupped, brown and 
scorched areas. 
The interpretation of phosphor­ 
us deficiency symptoms is quite 
difficult because of no specific 
external symptoms. Effect of phos 
phorus deficiency when other nu­ 
trients are adequate is evidenced 
in dwarfed growth, poor stooling 
of small grains, and unsatisfac­ 
tory yields. 
There is growing evidence that 
lime deficiencies exist on 
soils 
where high yields have been ob­ 
tained through the use of nitro­ 
gen, phosphate, and potash. Some 
soils, once well limed to furnish 
calcium and a desirable soil re­ 
action, are now in such a condi­ 
tion that less than 
satisfactory 
growth response is being made to 
fertilizers. Thus the efficiency of 
fertilizers is impaired when lime 
is the limiting factor. 
Legumes, such as alfalfa and 
clovers, fail to grow or make 
poor growth resulting in unsatis­ 
factory yields when lime is need­ 
ed. Alfalfa stands become weedy 
and grassy when nutrient defi­ 
ciencies develop. 
All factors 
affecting 
growth 
must be considered in making a 


diagnosis of sick plants. The com 
bination of close observation of 
the gi*owing crop tissue testing 
and regular soil test information 
is useful in guiding soil improve­ 
ment program aimed at lower un­ 
it cost of production. 
Fattening Cattle 
On Pasture 
When thinking about fattening 
cattle on pasture, we m ust re­ 
member that we can’t 
produce 
choice yearling steers on pasture 
alone and only occasionally will 
two year olds get up to choice 
grade without some grain, says 
Glenn Patton, 
associate County 
Agent. However, pasture can re­ 
duce the amount of grain needed 
per hundred pounds of gain, re­ 
duce protein supplement require­ 
ments, and eliminate the need for 
hay. 
Fleshy yearlings that were win­ 
tered to gain one and one-quarter 
to one and one-half pounds per 
day should be started on grain 
July 1-15 in order to 
market 
them as choice cattle by Dec. 1. 
This December date is im port­ 
ant because cattle prices can be 
expected to break - soon 
after 
that time. 
Fleshy two year olds on good 
pasture can wait until Sept. 1 to 
go on grain and still grade choice 
by Dec. 1. 
A practice that seems to work 
out well is to get the cattle on a 
full feed and then keep 
some 
grain before them at all times. 
Kind and amount of protein 
supplement needed will 
depend 
upon type of pasture being used. 
You must consider whether the 
pasture is mostly grass, legumes, 
or a mixture. 
Legumes reduce 
the need for protein supplements. 
These cattle need to be com­ 
fortable if they are going to do 
a good job of putting on finish. 
They need some shade and flies 
and other insects should 
be con­ 
trolled. A good supply of water 
is needed 
and 
feed 
troughs 
should be placed close to where 
the cattle tend to congregate.

ing hot summer months: 1: Use 
wet sand for bedding and avoid 
overcrowding: 2: Feed only half 
a normal feed before loading the 
hogs; 3: Remove sharp objects 
such as nails and bolts, that stick 
out into the loading chute or the 
truck; 4: Be patient in loading 
5: Use slapper instead of whips 
or clubs and don’t kick the hogs 
6: And finally, separate boars 
stags and large hogs from small 
hogs in transit. 
Patton advises against putting 
a big fill on hogs prior to ship 
ping. He says that more often 
than not, this practice will cause 
a greater shrink than would have 
occurred otherwise.

The National Board of Fire U n­ 
derwriters offers these 
Spring 
Clean-Up suggestions: 
Clear out debris: Get rid of rub­ 
bish or anything combustible that 
your’e not going to use in attics, 
closets, cellars garages. Rubbish, 
such as old papers and rags, is a 
fire hazard. It not only 
starts 
fires itself, but furnishes fuel for 
fires starting from other causes. 
Clean these hazards out of your 
house, store or factory. 
Watch outside fires: Clean up 
your yard. Keep grass cut low 
around buildings. Never burn pa­

inches thick. With this in one hand 
and a short chain in the other you 
can, by comparison, make a long­ 
shoreman's hook have the impact 
of leaves of grass. 
The riggers' tool, and the chains, 
were usel by the raiding squad on 
May 25 when it sped up to the 
General 
Motors 
plant 
in Grand 


Blanc, Mich., five miles south of of differences between two unions? 
Flint. 
The autos screeched to a stop. 
The raiders - members of the 
AFL Riggers Union • raced out 
with military precision. They in­ 
vaded the GM Fisher Body plant. 
They swung their tools and chains, 
and quickly turned May into may­ 
hem. 
The raiders swarmed over other 
AFL men • members of another 
union, the Millwrights - and hit 
hard. They broke arms, legs and 
heads. Reports, which have been 
authenticated by police, and of­ 
ficials of other unions, reveal that 
when the victims tried to flee the 
chains, they were intercepted. They 
were bloodied and crushed into 
the 
ground. 
Their 
autos 
were 
smashed with chains 
and lead 
pipes. 
Part of the miracle of Grand 
Blanc

The raiders flooded into the GM 
plant because they objected to the 
members of the Millwritht's Union 
installing some machinery which 
the riggers believed should be put 
up by riggers. 
I’ve waited about a month be­ 
fore spreading these details around 
the countryside in the hope that I 
could find a happy ending to the 
story, -.lavbe somebody would be 
indignant at the settling of dis­ 
putes with riggers' tools and chains. 
But it all has been accepted with 
a yawn. The Big Yawn. 
The point here is not who is 
right or wrong in the dispute, out 
how can this nation tolerate solu 
tion by sluggings of the problem 


Pardon my being trite, but what 
happens to law and order? 
It should be known that there 
also are some 18 bitter, explosive 
but yet unbloddy jurisdictional dis­ 
putes now between former AFL 
and CIO unions. The disagree­ 
ments are over thousands of jobs 
involved mostly in the extension 
and revamping of auto and steel 
plants.

How can you help prevent these 
losses? 
The National Board of Fire U n­ 
derw riters offers these 
Spring 
C lean-U p suggestions: 
Clear out debris: Get rid of rub­ 
bish or anything com bustible that 
your’e not going to use in attics, 
closets, cellars garages. Rubbish, 
such as old papers and rags, is a 
fire hazard. It not only 
starts 
fires itself, but furnishes fuel for 
fires starting from other causes. 
Clean these hazards out of your 
house, store or factory. 
W atch outside fires: Clean up 
your yard. Keep grass cut low 
around buildings. Never burn pa­ 
pers on a windy day w hen there’s 
danger of sparks setting fire 
to 
any house, shrubbery, clothing or 
outbuildings. Use an incenerator 
w herever possible. 
Clear out paint and oil rags: 
Destroy rags or keep in closed 
metal container: hang up mops

The raiders - m em bers of the 
AFL Riggers Union • raced, out 
with m ilitary precision. They in­ 
vaded the GM Fisher Body plant. 
They swung their tools and chains, 
and quickly turned May tnto m ay­ 
hem. 
The raiders sw arm ed over other 
AFL men - m em bers of another 
union, the M illwrights - and hit 
hard. They broke arm s, legs and 
heads. Reports, which have been 
authenticated by police, and of­ 
ficials of other unions, reveal that 
when the victim s tried to flee the 
chains, they were intercepted. They 
were bloodied and crushed into 
the 
ground. 
Their 
autos 
were 
smashed with 
chains 
and 
lead 
pipes. 
P art of the m iracle of Grand 
Blanc 
is that only IO workers 
wound up' in hospital wards • two 
critically Injured. Another p art of 
the m iracle is that the rest of the 
U.S. heard little of the raid, and 
those that did, paid it no attention. 
Yet it took five carloads of special 
police arm ed with riot guns to 
keep the peace after that. The 
gendarm erie was stationed outside 
GM’* factory. 


The raiders flooded into the GM 
plant because th e y objected to the 
m em bers of the Millw’ritht’s Union 
installing some m achinery which 
the riggers believed should be put 
up by rigger*. 
I ve waited about a month be­ 
fore spreading these details around 
the countryside in the hope that I 
could find a happy ending to the 
story. -laybc somebody would be 
indignant at the settling of dis­ 
putes with riggers’ tools and chains. 
But it all has been accepted with 
a yawn. The Big Yawn. 
The point here is not who is 
right or wrong in the dispute, out 
how can this nation tolerate solo 
lion by sluggings of the problem

Recently, a new type of plastic 
cable, designated as Type UF. was 
approved for direct burial.

Figured on the basis of trenching 
costs at about 25 cents a foot for 
burial of the cable, and eliminating 
service head, fittings, brackets and 
other equipment needed for over­ 
head systems, underground wiring 
may be less expensive than an over­ 
head 
system. This

though cable required for under­ 
ground use may be somewhat high­ 
er in price than overhead conduc­ 
tor. 
The construction of a new house, 
however, may lead to other things 
besides a discussion of wiring—-a 
new refrigerator in an efficiently 
planned kitchen, for example.

H ow m u c h can you earn 
by 
placing a 
portion of your corn 
loan 
in th e acreage reserve of 
the n a tio n a l Soil Bank? A ccord­ 
ing to S co tt County ASC C h a ir­ 
m an H aro ld Uthoff, that depends 
on several 
factors, chiefly ho w 
m uch lan d y o u place in reserve, 
w h a t m eth o d you use for re s e rv ­ 
ing it, an d th e corn yield d e te r ­ 
m ined for y o u r farm by the co u n ­ 
ty co m m ittee. 
T h e s ta rtin g point, Mr. U th off 
says, is 94c p e r bushel. T hat's th e 
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county rate of th e corn acreage 
reserve p a y m e n t for 
the 
1956 
corn crop. 
The nex t step is to multiply the 
ra te per bushel tim es 
a 
yield 
figure. If you u nd erp lanted your 
corn base in anticipation of the 
Soil B ank prog ram , the payment 
ra te will be m ultiplied by 
the 
n orm al corn yield for your farm. 
How ever, if you com ply on the 
basis of w e a th e r dam age to the 
crop or by inco rpo ratin g the corn 
into Ihe soil, th e paym en t will be 
based on an appraised yield fig­ 
u re for the p artic u la r field on 
the norm al yield for the farm, 
w hichever is sm aller, down to a 
m inim um p a y m e n t of $6 per ac­ 
re. 
T he final step, of course, is to 
m ultiply by the n u m b er of acres 
placed in the A creage Reserve, 
w hich m ay rang e in general, from 
10 to 50 percent of the corn base 
acreage for y ou r farm .

Signs of N utrient D eficiencies 
Plant grow th d u rin g the grow ­ 
ing 
season 
often 
reveals 
defi­ 
ciencies of one or m ore essential 
nutrients or oth er unusual sym p­ 
toms. Too quick an evaluation of 
the difficulty w h e n plants do not 
appear norm al can lay the blame 
on the w rong thing. 
It’s im portant to consider all 
know n factors affecting growth. 
An adequate and balanced supply 
of essential 
p la n t nutrients 
to 
function properly. Soil moisture 
m u st be ad eq u ate for plants to 
utilize the n u trien ts. 
Drainage 
and aeration of the soil must be 
considered. Insects, diseases, thick 
ness of stand, an d cultural prac­ 
tices play an im p o rta n t part in 
the grow th of plants. 
Tissue tests a re helpful in diag­ 
nosing ab n o rm al p la n t 
growth. 
Tissue testing is a tool th at ’can 
be used th rough th e grow ing sea­ 
son as a su p p lem en t to regular 
soil tests. T esting the plant sap 
for nitrates, phosphorus, and po­ 
tassium often confirm s the visible 
deficiency sym ptom s. This test­ 
ing m ethod helps to pin 
point 
deficiencies. 
N itrogen starv ed plants usual­ 
ly are sm all stem m ed or 
have 
sm aller than n orm al stalks. The 
leaves and stalks in serious nitro­ 
gen deficiency cases have a dis­ 
tinct yellowish green color. Low­ 
er leaves of 
nitro gen 
deficient 
corn begin to yellow at the tip 
and this Mellowing progresses a- 
long the E p d rib . Such a condi­ 
tion in corn is often called “fir­ 
ing.” 
Potassium deficiency of 
corn 
m ay show itself in w eak stalks. 
T he leaf tips and leaf margins fre 
q uently show cupped, brown and 
scorched areas. 
T he interpretatio n of phosphor­ 
us deficiency sym ptom s is quite 
difficult because 
of no specific 
extern al sym ptom s. Effect of phos 
phorus deficiency w h en other n u ­ 
trients are ad eq u ate is evidenced 
in dw arfed grow th, poor stooling 
of sm all grains, an d unsatisfac­ 
to ry yields. 
T here is grow ing evidence that 
lim e deficiencies exist on 
soils 
w here high yields have been ob­ 
tained through th e use of nitro­ 
gen, phosphate, an d potash. Some 
soils, once w ell limed to furnish 
calcium and a desirable soil re­ 
action, are now in such a condi­ 
tion th a t less th a n 
satisfactory 
grow th response is being made to 
fertilizers. T hus th e efficiency of 
fertilizers is im p a ire d when lime 
is the lim iting factor. 
Legumes, such as alfalfa and 
clovers, 
fail 
to 
grow 
or make 
poor grow th re su ltin g in unsatis­ 
factory yields w h e n lime is need­ 
ed. Alfalfa stan d s become weedy 
and grassy w h e n n u trien t defi­ 
ciencies develop. 
All factors 
affectin g 
growth 
m u st be considered in making a 


diagnosis of sick plants. T he com 
bination of close o b serv ation of 
th e growing crop tissue testing, 
an d regular soil test in form ation 
is useful in guiding soil im p ro v e ­ 
m e n t program aimed at lo w er u n ­ 
it cost of production. 
Fattening Cattle 
On Pasture 
W hen thinking about fattening 
cattle on pasture, w e m u s t re ­ 
m e m b e r that we can’t 
produce 
choice yearling steers on pasture 
alone and only occasionally will 
tw o year olds get up to choice 
g ra d e w ithout some grain, says 
G le n n Patton, 
associate C ounty 
A gent. However, pastu re can re ­ 
d uce the amount of g ra in needed 
p e r hundred pounds of gain, re­ 
d uce protein supplem ent re q u ire ­ 
m ents, and eliminate the need for 
hay. 
Fleshy yearlings th at w e re w in ­ 
tered to gain one and o n e -q u a rte i 
to one and one-half poun ds per 
d a y should be started on grain 
J u ly 
1-15 in order to 
m ark et 
th e m as choice cattle by Dec. 1. 
T his December date 
is 
im p o rt­ 
an t because cattle prices can be 
expected 
to b r e a k ' soon 
after 
th a t time. 
F leshy two year olds on good 
p a stu re can w ait until Sept. 1 to 
go on grain and still g rad e choice 
b y Dec. 1. 
A practice that seem s to w ork 
o u t well is to get the cattle on a 
full feed and then keep 
som e 
g rain before them at all times. 
K in d and 
am ount 
of 
protein 
sup plem ent needed w ill 
depend 
u p o n type of pasture b eing used. 
Y ou m ust consider w h e th e r the 
p a stu re is mostly grass, legum es, 
o r a m ixture. 
Legum es reduce 
th e need for protein supplem ents. 
These cattle need to be co m ­ 
fortable if they are going to do 
a good job of putting on finish. 
T h ey need some shade an d flies 
an d other insects should 
be con­ 
trolled. A good supply of w a te r 
is 
needed 
and 
feed 
troughs 
should be placed close to w here 
th e cattle tend to congregate.

P atto n advises against p uttin g 
a big fill on hogs prior to sh ip ­ 
ping. 
He says that m o re often 
th a n not, this practice w ill cause 
a g reater shrink than w o u ld have 
o ccu rred otherwise.

“The sim ple way to rem em ber 
this is to associate norm al yields 
w ith underpainting,” the chair­ 
m an said. “The regulations re ­ 
quire the County Com m ittee to 
base paym ents on norm al yields 
for acreage placed under the Ac­ 
reage R eserve by underplanting 
this year. This means that far­ 
m ers who participate in the pro­ 
gram by' underplanting are as­ 
sured of paym ents based on nor­ 
mal crop yields.” 
In cases w here land qualifies 
for the Acreage Reserve through 
crop destruction due to natural 
causes such as flood or drought, 
or w here it is plowed or other­ 
wise physically incorporated into 
the soil, or w here it is clipped, 
m owed, or cut before harvest, the 
regulations 
require the 
county 
com m ittee to appraise the yield 
that would have resulted had the 
land rem ained in production u n ­ 
der norm al yield for the farm . 
The regulations require that the 
SMALLER of the two—appraised 
yield or norm al yield—be used as 
the basis for Soil Bank acreage 
reserve paym ents on the land. 
Both 
norm al 
yields 
and 
ap ­ 
praised yields will be determ ined 
bv th" County Com mittee. C hair­ 
m an Uthoff explained. 


Com pliance w ith all 
acreage 
allotm ents and the corn base ac­ 
reage is a basic requirem ent for 
eligibility for paym ents under the 
195r Soil Bank Acreage Reserve 
Program , Harold Uthoff, C hair­ 
m an of the Scott County A S C 
C om m ittee stressed. 
“This means that a farm er w*ho 
places land for a particular crop 
in the Acreage Reserve not only 
has to meet the program require­ 
m ents for those acres, but also 
m ust stay w ithin his farm ’s al­ 
lotm ents for aH other crops cov­ 
ered bv the program ," the chair­ 
man explained. 
U nder the 1956 
Acreage 
R e­ 
serve program , to qualify for Soil 
B ank paym ents, 
farm ers 
m ust 
com oly w ith the acreage allot­ 
m ents for w heat, cotton, rice and 
peanuts, and the soil bank corn 
base acreage assigned to 
their 
farm s. 
F arm ers placing land for any 
of these crops except w heat u n ­ 
der the Acreage Reserve can pro­ 
duce up to 15 acres of w heat, 
even though their w heat acreage 
allotm ent i* less than 15 acres, 
and still be eligible for Soil Bank 
acreage Reserve paym ents. 
T his qualification 
for 
w heat 
w ould be o* no interest to farm ­ 
ers placing land for that crop in 
the A creage Reserve, 
Chairm an 
U thoff pointed out. Such a farm ­ 
er, of course, would have to a- 
bide by anv agreem ent he m ight 
m ake as to the w heat acreage to 
be placed in the reserve 
pro­ 
gram . 
D eadline for applying for an 
A creage Reserve agreem ent 
for 
all crops this year is July 20, the 
chairm an w arned. 


P articipation in 
the 
acreage 
reserve program under the soil 
bank w ill not affect the corn far­ 
m er’s acreage allotm ents, Coun­ 
ty ASC Chairm an Harold Uthoff 
said. 
Even though the farm er reduces 
his corn crop to earn Soil Bank 
paym ents and help with surplus 
adjustm ent, he will receive cred­ 
it for having planted the full am ­ 
ount of his corn acreage allot­ 
m ent. In that way, his corn his­ 
tory w ill be protected for allot­ 
m ent purposes. 
Mr. Uthoff pointed out 
that 
farm ers have only until July 20 
to sign agreem ents for partici­ 
pation in the corn acreage re ­ 
serve program . Farm ers who have 
not yet called at the county of­ 
fice to discuss this program and 
sign agreem ents should do so as 
soon as possible. 


Corn Acreage Reserve 
Payments Explained 
How much can you earn by 
placing a portion of your corn 
loan in the acreage reserve of 
the national Soil Bank? Accord­ 
ing to Scott County ASC C hair­ 
m an H arold Uthoff, that depends 
on several factors, chiefly how 
m uch land you place in reserve, 
w hat m ethod you use for reserv­ 
ing it, and the corn yield deter­ 
m ined for your farm by the coun­ 
ty com m ittee. 
T he starting point, Mr. Uthoff 
says, is 94c per bushel. That’s the 
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county rate of the corn acreage 
reserve paym ent for 
the 
1956 
corn crop. 
The next step is to m ultiply the 
rate per bushel tim es 
a 
yield 
figure. If you underplanted your 
corn base in anticipation of the 
Soil Bank program , the paym ent 
rate will be m ultiplied by 
the 
norm al corn yield for your farm. 
However, if you com ply on the 
basis of w eather dam age to the 
crop or by incorporating the corn 
into Ihe soil, the paym ent will be 
based on an appraised yield fig­ 
ure for the particular field on 
the norm al yield for the farm , 
w hichever is sm aller, down to a 
m inimum paym ent of $6 per ac­ 
re. 
The final step, of course, is to 
m ultiply by the num ber of acres 
placed in the Acreage Reserve, 
which may range in general, from 
IO to 50 percent of the corn base 
acreage for your farm . 
To be sure just how this works 
out for your particular farm , Mr. 
U thoff says the thing to do is vis­ 
it the county office and talk with 
the staff there. Farm ers who are 
interested in the program should 
do this before July 20, he adds, 
since that is the deadline for sign­ 
ing Soil 
Bank Acreage reserve 
agreem ents for 1956. 


Signs of N utrient Deficiencies 
Plant growth during the grow­ 
ing 
season 
often 
reveals 
defi­ 
ciencies of one or more essential 
nutrients or other unusual sym p­ 
toms. Too quick an evaluation of 
the difficulty when plants do not 
appear normal can lay the blame 
on the wrong thing. 
It’s im portant to consider all 
known factors affecting growth. 
An adequate and balanced supply 
of essential plant nutrients 
to 
function properly. Soil m oisture 
m ust be adequate for plants to 
utilize the nutrients. 
Drainage 
and aeration of the soil m ust be 
considered. Insects, diseases, thick 
ness of stand, and cultural prac­ 
tices play an im portant part in 
the grow th of plants. 
Tissue tests are helpful in diag­ 
nosing abnorm al plant 
growth. 
Tissue testing is a tool that *can 
be used through the growing sea­ 
son as a supplem ent to regular 
soil tests. Testing the plant sap 
for nitrates, phosphorus, and po­ 
tassium often confirm s the visible 
deficiency symptoms. This test­ 
ing method helps to pin 
point 
deficiencies. 
Nitrogen starved plants usual­ 
ly are sm all stem m ed or 
have 
sm aller than norm al stalks. The 
leaves and stalks in serious nitro­ 
gen deficiency cases have a dis­ 
tinct yellowish green color. Low­ 
er leaves of 
nitrogen 
deficient 
corn begin to yellow at the tip 
and this fellow ing progresses a- 
long the ^ p d rib . Such a condi­ 
tion in corn is often called “fir­ 
ing.” 
Potassium deficiency of 
corn 
may show itself in weak stalks. 
The leaf tips and leaf margins fre 
quently show cupped, brown and 
scorched areas. 
The interpretation of phosphor­ 
us deficiency sym ptom s is quite 
difficult because of no specific 
external symptoms. Effect of phos 
phorus deficiency w hen other nu­ 
trients are adequate is evidenced 
in dw arfed growth, poor .stooling 
of sm all grains, and unsatisfac­ 
tory yields. 
T here is growing evidence that 
lime deficiencies exist on 
soils 
w here high yields have been ob­ 
tained through the use of nitro­ 
gen, phosphate, and potash. Some 
soils, once well limed to furnish 
calcium and a desirable soil re­ 
action, are now in such a condi­ 
tion th at less than 
satisfactory 
grow th response is being made to 
fertilizers. Thus the efficiency of 
fertilizers is im paired when lime 
is the lim iting factor. 
Legumes, such as alfalfa and 
clovers, fail to grow or make 
poor grow th resulting in unsatis­ 
factory yields w hen lim e is need­ 
ed. A lfalfa stands become weedy 
and grassy w hen nu trien t defi­ 
ciencies develop. 
All factors 
affecting 
growth 
m ust be considered in m aking a 


diagnosis of sick plants. The com 
bination of close observation of 
the growing crop tissue testing, 
and regular soil test inform ation 
is useful in guiding soil im prove­ 
m ent program aimed at lower un­ 
it cost of production. 
Fattening Cattle 
On Pasture 
W hen thinking about fattening 
cattle on pasture, we m ust te- 
m em ber that we can’t 
produce 
choice yearling steers on pasture 
alone and only occasionally will 
tw o year olds get up to choice 
grade w ithout some grain, says 
Glenn Patton, 
associate County 
Agent. However, pasture can re­ 
duce the amount of grain needed 
per hundred pounds of gain, re­ 
duce protein supplem ent require­ 
m ents, and elim inate the need for 
hay. 
Fleshy yearlings that were w in­ 
tered to gain one and one-quarter 
to one and one-half pounds per 
day should be started on grain 
July 
1-15 in order to 
m arket 
them as choice cattle by Dec. I. 
This December date is im port­ 
ant because cattle prices can be 
expected to break • soon 
after 
th at tim e. 
Fleshy two year olds on good 
pasture can w ait until Sept. I to 
go on grain and still grade choice 
by Dec. 1. 
A practice that seems lo work 
out well is to get the cattle on a 
full feed and then keep 
some 
grain before them at all times. 
Kind and am ount of protein 
supplem ent needed w ill 
depend 
upon type of pasture being used. 
You m ust consider w hether the 
pasture is mostly grass, legumes, 
or a m ixture. 
Legumes reduce 
the need for protein supplem ents. 
These cattle need to be com­ 
fortable if they are going to do 
a good job of putting on finish. 
They need some shade and flies 
and other insects should 
be con­ 
trolled. A good supply of w ater 
is 
needed 
and 
feed 
troughs 
should be placed close to w here 
the cattle tend to congregate. 


Hogs Should Go To 
Market In Comfort 
Your hogs that have a cool, 
com fortable ride to m arket will 
pay you back for the extra work 
and care involved. A hog killed 
or injured on the w ay to 
the 
stock yards represents a loss ol 
tim e and money. 
Glenn Patton, Associate Coun­ 
ty Agent, h 
these suggestions to 
help reduce shipping losses d u r­ 
ing hot sum m er m onths: I: Use 
wet sand for bedding and avoid 
overcrowding: 2: Feed only half 
a norm al feed before loading the 
hogs; 3: Remove sharp objects, 
such as nails and bolts, that stick 
out into the loading chute or the 
truck; 4: Be patient in loading: 
5: Use slapper instead of whips 
or clubs and don’t kick the hogs: 
6: 
And 
finally, separate boars, 
stags and large hogs from small 
hogs in transit. 
Patton advises against putting 
a big fill on hogs prior to ship­ 
ping. He says that more often 
than not, this practice w ill cause 
a greater shrink than would have 
occurred otherwise.

At the right, he cuts 
through the breast to divide the chicken in half—ideal for barbecuing. 
Smaller portions can be had by quartering the chicken.
